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PREFACE. 


This compilation was begun with the idea of completing the 
f fc of piJpps given at page 101 of the Manual of Revenue 
Accounts, and was gradually extended to include nearly all useful 
or well-known plants, cultivated or wild, in the Presidency 
proper. It would, however, be scarcely practicable to include all 
lie native names. Only those in pretty general use and fairly 
well authenticated have been selected. The names have been 
chiefly taken from the various volumes of the Gazetteer 

. P , ’ es l^ i s a battel’ of some difficulty to ascertain the 
identity of even common crops with well-known native names. 
Or. VY att s Dictionary of Economical Products contains most of 
them, hut this mine of useful information is rather bulky and the 
search for a name, which may not be there, is a long operation. 

1 he same difficulty exists with regard to crops, trees and edible 
plants mentioned in papers submitted to Government. Reports 
from districts afflicted with scarcity are prolific in this respect and 
sometimes the same crop is given clilferent names in adjoining 
talukas.. Lists of reserved trees under vernacular uames are from 
time to time published in the Government Gazette. The Agricul¬ 
tural Returns sometimes mention crops wdiieh the Agricultural 
Office cannot identify. In all these cases the Compiler believes 
that a small hook which can lie on every District Officer’s table 
and can be turned up iu a few seconds, will be of real service. 
He also hopes that it will encourage officers to study the identi¬ 
ties and properties of the crops and other plants they may meet 
w ith. Space has been left for notes and additions, and it is hop d 
that these will ho informally communicated to the Agricultural 
Office to enable it to prepare a supplement or more complete 
edition at a future date. 

Other vernacular names will be found in Mr. W. A. Tulboft 
tf Systematic List of Trees, Shrubs and Woody Climbers ”, and in 
the late Mr. A. K. NairnoV" Flowering Plants of Western India.” 
Sir J. I>. Hooker’s “Flora of British India” has been taken as 
the authority for the scientific names. 

It must be remembered that vernacular nnnn s are very far 
from scientific. The same names are often applied to differ m 
species of the same genus and not tmfrcquently to plants with 
merely superficial points of resemblance. Moreover, the same name 
sometimes denotes differe nt plants in different disi riels. The older 
a 'Rjfi —a 
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Botanists erred in basing some of their specific names on verna¬ 
cular names which were commonly applied to different plants. 
The present list will often show two or more equivalents lor a 
vernacular name, but the first equivalent is usually the most im¬ 
portant. With every allowance for inaccuracy, however, the fact 
remains that even to scientific men the local name often affords 
the readiest means of tracing the identity of a plant. 

Professor G. A. Gammie. of the Botanical Survey, has kindly 
assisted in determining the identity of many of the plants, parti¬ 
cularly the millets and the famine foods. Mr. YeshvantNilkanth, 
Superintendent of the Agricultural Office, has given much help In 
revising the list. 

A classified list of cultivated plants will shortly be published 
as an agricultural bulletin, to which this compilation will serve as 
a vernacular index.
